By Agent Here 
According to Miss Genevieve 
Alley, Pickaway County h o m e 
demonstration agent, many per­ 
sons do not know how to remove 
tarnish from their copper a n d 
brass trays and bowls. 
She suggests hot vinegar or 
lemon juic«~ and salt rubbed over 
the surface will usually do the 
job, in a hurry. The acid d i s- 
solves the tarnish and the salt 
acts as a scouring agent to re­ 
move the residue. 
Miss Alley cautioned be sure

promptly 
and thoroughly

wash.ng, rinsing and drying. If 
! you leave traces, copper soon 
may look worse than it did be­ 
fore cleaning and the m e t a l 
mav be dam aged by c h e m ic a l

Salt left on c o p p e r f o r m s 
greenish copper chloride wh i c h 
in time will roughen the metal. 
Acid will pit the metal. 
A slower, but sometimes safer 
polishing method, is to use whit­ 
ing powder. Copper is a soft me­ 
tal which is easily scratched with 
any lough scouring powder o r 
steel wool. 
The tarnish actually protects 
| copoer and brass since it p r e ­ 
vents further oxidation 
Each time tarnish is removed, 
a thin film of copper goes with 
it 
Unless a lacquer is applied, 
j the tarnish soon forms again and 
the perishing process must be 
I repeated.
